In  accordance  with  our  conversation  yesterday,  we  will  prepare  a Declaratory  Resolution 
for  vacating  the  alley  south  of  Howell  Street  and  west  of  Osage  Street,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  (Drawing  - Exhibit  A) 

The  proposed  storm  sewer  indicated  in  red  will  be  relocated  as  shown  in  blue. 
This  is  necessary  because  we  do  not  permit  pavement  cuts  on  recently  resur- 
faced streets.  The  pipe  diameter  will  also  be  decreased  from  15"  and  24"  to 

12". 

2.  (Drawing  - Exhibit  B) 

A.  An  easement  for  alley  purposes  will  be  required  across  the  area  colored 
green,  in  the  event  it  is  ever  needed  to  negotiate  the  turn  from  the 
east-west  alley  to  the  north-south  alley. 

B.  As  an  alternate  suggestion,  we  would  accept  a 10'  x 10'  triangular  alley 
easement  or  dedication  from  the  owner  of  Lot  10,  Osage  Place  Addition. 
(Indicated  in  brown)  Any  expense  involved  would  be  the  responsibility  of 
Eckrich . 

3.  An  easement  will  be  required  in  the  alley  to  be  vacated  for  an  existing  30" 
sewer.  It  must  be  understood  that  buildings  cannot  be  constructed  over  the 
sewer.  Ron  Bonar  will  prepare  the  easement  grant. 

4.  (Drawing  - Exhibit  B) 

Driveway  access  must  be  provided  for  the  owner  of  the  north  30  feet  of  Lot 
No.  17,  Wayne  Heights  Addition,  Section  "A".  A portion  of  the  vacated  alley 
will  be  quit  claimed  for  this  purpose.  The  amount  involved  will  be  determined 
at  the  public  hearing.  (Crosshatched  Areas) 

Final  approval  of  the  vacation  will  be  contingent  upon  each  of  the  above  conditions 
being  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.

PETITION  TO  VACATE  ALLEY 

Comes  now  the  undersigned,  Peter  Eckrich  & Sons,  Inc.  , 
an  Indiana  Corporation,  with  offices  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  respectfully 
shows  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  that: 

1.  It  petitions  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  for  the  passage  of  a Resolution  vacating  the  public  alley  hereinafter 
described,  the  same  being  located  within  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen 
County,  Indiana,  said  alley  to  be  vacated  as  particularly  described  as  follows: 
to  wit: 

The  first  alley  south  of  Howell  Street  fromthe 
west  property  line  of  Osage  Street  to  the  east 
property  line  of  the  first  alley  west  of  Osage 
Street. 

The  real  estate  proposed  to  be  vacated  is  enclosed  in  red  at  survey,  which  is 
attached  hereto,  marked  Exhibit  "A",  and  by  the  reference  fully  incorporated 
herein. 

2.  It  is  the  fee  simple  owner  of  Lots  28,  29,  30,  31,  and  32 
of  Osage  Place  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  is  also  the  fee  simple 
owner  of  Lot  17,  except  the  North  30  feet  thereof,  in  Wayne  Heights  Addition, 
Section  A,  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.  With  the  exception  of  the  North  30  feet 
of  Lot  17,  Wayne  Heights  Addition,  Section  A,  your  Petitioner  is  the  sole 
owner  of  all  real  estate  which  abuts  on  said  alley. 

3.  According  to  the  public  records  of  Allen  County,  Indiana, 
title  to  the  North  30  feet  of  Lot  17,  Wayne  Heights  Addition,  Section  A,  to 


the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  is  found  in  the  name  of  Albert  C.  Reed  and  Anna  R. 
Reed,  husband  and  wife,  residing  at  1103  Osage  Street,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 
Vacation  of  this  alley  would  not  deny  them  of  ingress  and  egress  onto  Osage 
Street. 

4.  The  alley  to  be  vacated  has  never  been  improved,  and  in 
fact,  has  rarely  been  open  to  the  public;  the  alley  sought  to  be  vacated  is  not 
needed  for  ingress  or  egress  or  as  a right-of-way  to  your  Petitioner  or  to  any 
of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne;  it  is  your  Petitioner's  belief  that  the 
vacation  of  said  alley  will  inure  to  the  benefit  of  all  citizens  of  this  community; 
your  Petitioner  further  represents  that  said  alley  is  not  necessary  nor  advan- 
tageous in  any  manner  to  the  growth  of  this  City;  the  vacation  of  said  alley  will 
not  leave  any  real  estate  within  this  City  without  ingress  or  egress.  Your 
Petitioner  believes  the  vacation  of  the  said  alley  will  enable  your  Petition  to 
make  more  advantageous  and  proper  development  of  the  properties  located 
adjacent  thereto. 

5.  Your  Petitioner  has  filed  with  the  Plan  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne  a Petition  in  regard  to  the  vacation  of  this  alley  and  the 
City  Plan  Commission  has  scheduled  a public  hearing  in  regard  thereto  on 
January  22,  1968,  at  7:30  o'clock  P.M.  in  the  Council  Chambers,  City  Hall, 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  has  requested  appropriate  Resolution  and  action  by 
the  Plan  Commission  office  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

6.  Certain  utility  poles  are  located  along  a portion  of  said  alley, 
and  your  Petitioner  has  agreed  to  co-operate  with  those  utilities  involved  in

the  relocation  of  said  poles.  , 

7.  Upon  vacation  of  the  said  alley,  your  Petitioner  proposes  to
